22-9-65 by Bombay 
Andhra Transport Company, Bombay. The consign- 
ments were received in Secunderabad on 24-9-65. The. 
Custom & Central Excise Officers. Integrated Divisional 
Office, Hyderabad visited the Andhra-Bombay Transport 
Company in Secunderabad on 29-9-65 and wanted to 
examine the contents of the two packages covered by 
the above said invoices as the packages were suspected 
to be containing smuggled goods. But to the surmise of 
the officers, Shri Dinesh Kumar did not turn up to take 
delivery of the two packages (2 Dealwood cases). There- 
upon, the officers broke open the packages in the pre- 
sence of independent witnesses and found the following 
goods :

Shri E. C. Reddy, Manager of the Transport Company 
informed the Officers that he did not know either the 
individual personally who booked the consignments or 
his address. Thus, the above mentioned goods were 
found to be abandoned as the owner of the goods should 
be in the know of the contraband nature of the goods 
having been consigned by him and he wanted to escape 
the clutches of the Law by remaining himself unknown 
to the officers. As the lS foreign wrist watches were 
found to be of contraband nature and smuggled inio 
India in contravention of section 112 of Customs Act, 
1962 lead with section 3(2) of Imports & Export Act, 
1947 by Shri Dinesh Kumar, in the reasonable belief of 
the officers, the Officers seized them along with the other 
goods connected with the smuggling of the watches in 
the presence of Independent witnesses and under a maha- 
zar. According to section 123(1) of the Customs Act, 
1962, where any watches arc seized in the reasonable 
belief the burden of proving that they weic not smuggled 
into India shall be on the person who smuggled them. 

2. Shri Dinesh Kumar is hereby directed under section 
123 of the Customs Act, 1962 to prove that tbo 12 foreign 
wrist watches consigned by him were not smuggled ones 
or otherwise to show cause to thg_ Asst. Collector of 
Customs & Central Excise, Integrated Divisional Office, 
Hyderabad within 10 days from the date of publication 
of this Notification in the Gazette of India and as well 
on this Office Notice Board as to why he should not be 
penalised under secuon 112 of Customs Act, 1962 and as 
to why the said 12 loreign wrist watches should not be 
confiscated under section 111(d) of Customs Act, 1962 
read with section 3(2) of Import & Export Act, 1947 
and also as to why the other goods connected with the 
smuggling and concealment of the said watches should 
not be confiscated under section 118 and 119 of Custom'; 
Act, 1962. Failure to avail of this opportunity by Shn 
Dinesh Kumar, the case will be decided Ex-parte and the 
wrist watches and the other goods will be confiscated to 
Government without further reference being made in 
this regard.
